means of keeping open establisoments of other 
works at a time of great flaancial distress. 

Since the commencement of last mouth, how- 
ever, the distressing occurrences which have 
taken place in watersof the Caribbean Sea, 
along our very seaboard, while they illustrate 
most forcibly the necessity alwava existing that 
as ours should maintain in a 
state of efficiency a navy adequae to its respun- 
sibilities, have, at the same time, demanded that 
alli the effective force we really have 
shall be put in immediate readiness 
for warlike service. Thishas been, and is being, 
done promptly and effectively; and I am as- 
sured that all the avaiiavle ships and every au- 
thorized man of the American navy will be ready 
for whatever action is required for the safety 
of our cities or the maintenance of our honor. 
This, of course, will render necessary the expendi- 
ture, in a short time, of some of the appropria-

may be anable to meet all their pecaniary ob 
gations as they become due, in comsequeace of 
which they are liable to be proscrated in their 
business by proceediugs in bankraptoy at the 
instance unrelenting creditors. People are 
now so easily alarmed as to monetary matte 
that the mere filing of a petition in bamkru 
by an unfriendly creditor will necessarily 
embarrass aud oftentimes accomplish the 
ruin of a responsible business 
man. Those who otherwise might make lawful 
aod just arrangements to relieve themselves 
from difficulties produced by the strin- 
gency in money are prevented by their constant 
aivst them in baukruptey; and, be- 
sides, the law is made use of in many cases by 
obdurate creditors to frighten or force debtors 
into acompliance with their wishes, and into 
acts of injustice to other creditors and to them- 
selves. recommend that so much of ssid act 
as provides for mvoluntary bankruptcy oa ac- 
count of the suspension of payment’be ed. 
OLAIMS AGAINST THE GOVERNMENT. 

Your careful attention is invited to the subject

false testimony. Projects are on foot,

I would suggest, as a means of preventing

for adjudication. Probably the largest saving to 
National ‘Treasury can be eecared by timely 
egislation on these subjecta of any of the 
economic measures that will be proposed, and 
you will be advised of the operations of the De- 
partment of Justice by the report of the Attor- 
uey-General, and Linvite your attention to tae 
amendments of existing lawe suggested 
with a view of reducing the expenses 
department. 
THE DEPARTMENT OF THE INTERIOR.

as far as practicable, within what is known as 
the Indian Territory, and to teach them the arts 
of civilization and self-support. Where found 
off their reservations, and endangefting the 
peace and safety of the whites, they have been 
puvished, and will continue to be for like of- 
fenses, 

The Indian territory south of Kansas and 
west of the Arkansas is sufficient in area and ag- 
ricultural resources to suppor all the Indians of 
the Rocky Mountains. In time, no deubt all of 
tbem, except afew who may select to make their 
homes among white people, will be colfected 
there. As a preparatory step for this consum- 
mation, I am now satisfied that a Territorial form 
of governament should be given them, which 


will secure the treaty rights of the original set- | 


tlers and protect their homesteads from aliena- 
tion for a period of twenty years. 

The operations of the Patent Office are grow- 
ing to such magnitude, and the ulation of 
material is becoming so great, th e necessity 
for more room is becoming obvious day by day.

The first day of Congress was marked by the 
introduction of several bills to repeal the Salary- 
Grab law. Senator Wright, of lowa, proposes 
to repeal the increase of the salary of members 
of Congress, but to leave that of the President 
at $50,000 until the close of the present Admin- 
istration, when it shall be $25,000. Senator 
Conkling has been splitting hairs ever since last 
March concerning the power of a member of 
Congress to return to the Treasury the back-pay 
voted at the last session, and now offers a bill to 
make such return legal. It is to be hoped shat 
no such bill for the relief of idiots will pass. 
The prevailing sentiment seems to be in favor 
of a repeal of the law, so far as Congress is con- 
cerned, and so far as the present Congress is 
involved, léss the money already drawn. Each 
member of the present Congress has already 
received nine months’ forward pay, or $6,125, be- 
fore taking his seat. To repeal the Salary bill 
will be to leave him but $3,875 for the remain- 
ing fifteen months of his time. .The members 
object to disgorging, and will probably retain 
the high salary for the year ending in March, 
and for the year to follow will take $5,000 with 
mileage. This, however, will not satisfy the 
country. The people demand the unconditional 
repeal of the Grab law in,the very words in 
which it stands, beginning at last March, and 
anything less than this will be visited with pop- 
ular indignation.

The 
pro-slavery aristocracy of Cuba is « constant 
menace to the Home Government of Spain, and 
slavery itself isa thorn in the side of civiliza- 
tion. It is true that we have not been rid of it 
long enough to fit us for missionary service in 
that behalf, but the fact remains that, so long as 
slavery existe in Cuba, there will be dissension, 
revolution, barbarity, and bloodshed. Its exist- 
ence is in contravention of the spirit of the 
age, and the country which supports or tolerates 
it must suffer the pains of the struggle that 
civilization will constantly make to uproot it. 
President Grant believes that Ouba will 
never be at peace, and that Spain will never 
be able to assert its full authority 
in the wland until slavery is abolished. In this 
he is right, and it is a clear intimation thet Spain 
or the Cubans should take more efficient meas- 
ures thati avy heretofore adopted to rid the isl- 
and of its great curse. He does not intimate, 
however, that the United States have any special 
duty in the premises. In fact, he confirms the 
pesceful solution of the controversy arising out 
of the capture of the Virginius, and refers to it 
throughout in a spirit of fairness and con- 
servatism. His utterances on the subject of 
slavery are of a character that ought to attract 
the attention of foreign mations, and of Spain 
first of all. 

The next topic of interest is the national 
finances and the currency question. It is not 
to be expected that the President should under- 
stand very thoroughly a subject which calls for 
@ training and course of study he has never 
enjoyed, and which is, of ail others, difficult to 
master. His handling of it does not leave on 
the mind of the reader apy definite conception 
of what his views are, but we can make out from 
it that he is opposed to “undue inflation,” and 
that he is in favor of specie payments whenever 
we get specie enough for the purpose. He does 
Dot seem to recognize any distinction between 
changeably, in order to show that, as industry 
and commerce increase, more currency is wanted 
to carry them on—the real fact being that the 
more rapidly industry and commerce increase, the 
more completely do checks and drafts supersede 
the use of currency, and render it unnecessary. 
It is true, however, as the President says, that 
more currency is needed at some seasons of the 
year than at others ; and for the reason that pay- 
ment for the crops must be made at interior 
points where checks and drafts will not avail. 
The President says truly that the restoration of 
# specie basis is the true method of giving elas- 
ticity to the currency, He seems to recommend 
® plan for giving elasticity to the currency with- 
out a specie basis, but as we fail to comprehend 
it, we forbear to comment upon it. In conclu- 
sion, he says that his remarks on the whole sub- 
ject are to be teken as suggestions rather than 
recommendations, and that he will approve any 

He recommends that the imvoluntary clauses 
of the Bankruptcy act be repealed, on the ground 
that, inatime of general stringency like the 
present, creditors make use of it to annoy 
‘debtors. Ashe does not show how creditors 
would annoy debtors any less” after the repeal, 
we shall have to wait till Seuator Morton answers 
that conundrum. 

The subject of Cheap Transportation is re- 
ferred io the Joint Committee of Congress on 
that subject without recommendation, except 
that it would be well to pledge the faith of the 
nation to keep the Hudson River, the 8t.

THE CITY TREASURY. 

Tux Tarpune of last Monday recapitulated 
some of the most glaring defalcations that have 
occurred of late im offices of public trust, with 
the purpose of showing the necessity for estab- 
lishing # system of Sab-Treasuries for the safe- 
keeping of State and municipal funds. The 
Staats-Zeitung bas made this article the pretext 
for giving currency to a number of rumors, in- 
timating that Mr. David A. Gage will not be able 
to pay over either principal or interest of the 
city funds to his successor. —_— 

The Staats-Zeitung says that our proposition 
(viz.: that the law should require the custo- 
dians of public funds to have dopositories of 
their own, disconnected from all banks) is excel- 
lent; but that we held precisely the opposite 
view four years ago when we opposed the Hes- 
ing-Salomon combinagion, and also in the recent 
election,—in the first instance by advocating the 
election of Mr. Gage because he had promised 
to pay the interest on the public funds to the 
city, and, in the second instance, by advocating 
his re-election because he had so paid over 
$130,000. We do not remember that any diseus- 
sion was had four years ago on the subject of 
keeping the public funds in a vault owned and 
controlled by the city. A practice existed of 
depositing the city money in benks and allowing 
the City Treasurer to pocket the interest. We 
objected to that practice, and we object to it still. 
Our position was that, if any money was earne| 
im this way, it should go into the City Treasury. 
We therefore advocated the election of 
the only candidate who promised to improve 
on the existing practice, convinced that, if the 
city funds were to draw interest, it would be 
better that this interest should be returned to 
the city than to have it gobbled up by » ring of 
politicians. Mr. O’Hara, the new City Treas- 
urer, has indorsed this plan by promising to pay 
the accruing interest into the City Treasury. 

With regard to Mr. Gage’s trust, the Staals- 
Zeitung says that there are rumors that (1) Mr. 
Gage has placed the city funds in the weakest 
banks in Chicago in order to secure the largest 
rate of interest ; (2) that he has been betrayed 
into speculations that have turned out badly ; (3) 
that he has made over all his private property to 
his bondsmen, who have thereupon agreed to 
make good his accounts as City Treasurer; and 
(4) that, in making good Mr. Gage’s accounts, his 
bondsmen will refuse to make up the $130,000 
interest which Mr. Gage has already reported, on 
the ground that they cannot be held in law for 
this amount. We assume that all these rumors 
are false and libelous, except the last one. Of 
course Mr. Gage’s bondsmen never became re- 
sponsible for the interest on the city money, 
and there is no reason why they should volun- 
tarily enlarge their responsibility. Mr. Gage is 
responsible for it, however, morally if not legal- 
ly, and he will, we doubt not, pay itover. It 
bappened that when the panic on, in Sep- 
tember, he bad $15,000 in the Manu- 
facturers’ National Bank and $115,000 in the 
Second National Bank—$130,000 in all. This 
is the amount which the Comptroller certifies 
Mr. Gage has turned into the Treasury as in- 
terest on the city deposits, and which is 130,000 
times more than any orsll of his predecessors 
paid. If Mr. Gage pays over to his successor 
all the moneys placed in his hands as Treasurer, 
perhaps the Zeitung will allow him a reasonable 
time to collect from s couple of suspended banks 
the sum which he proposes to donate to the tax- 
payers. Mark this, however. Mr. Gage is bound 
in honor to turn over to his successor $130,000 
more than he is bound in law to turn over. 
There is no flinching from this. — 

The sooner Mr. O'Hara, the new City Treas- 
urer, qualifies, the sooner will he get possession 
of thecity funds. In the meantime, itis both base 
and cowardly to attack Mr. Gage's private char- 
acter—for that is what the Zeitung’s article 
amounts to. The glowing contrast drawn by the 
Zeitung between Mr. Gage and Mr. Rumsey, late 
County Treasurer, showing how the latter turned 
over to Mr. Miller, the new Oounty Treasurer, 
“hard money,” counted out over the table, is 
certainly very gratifying. But Mr. Rumsey, 
while he unquestionably was able to turn over 
his money under any circumstances, had facilities 
for displaying it on the table which Mr. Gage does 
not possess. Mr. Miller’s bondsmen are pretty 
much the same as Mr. Rumsey’s were, and the 
county funds are deposited in about the same 
banks. After the money was produced and dis- 
played on the table, it went back into the same 
pisces from which it came, and the financial 
equilibrium was not disturbed. This is not to 
be exactly the process of Mr. Gage’s settlement. 
But we will not anticipate ; and when it eomes 
Mr. O’Hara’s ture to pay over to his successor, 
we will wait till he fails to do so before we pro- 


pounce him a defaulter. 
A BAD LOT.

the medical works, that great criminals have 
very delicate constitutions. The man who steals 
a coat to protect himself from the winter's cold, 
or who is driven, perhaps by sheer necessity, to 
steal money with which to provide himself and 
family with the necessaries of life, goes to the 
Penitentiary, remains in good health, and thrives 
well on prison faro. The man who steals a 
million, or murders bis companion in cold blood, 
is sent to the Penitentiary, takes cold as soon 
as his head is shaved, and develops all the 
symptoms of consumption by the time he has 
got his legs well into bis striped trousers. Several 
instances of this singular tendency towards eud- 
den disease have been furnished the public of late. 
Frank Walworth, an elegant young gentleman, 
who coolly shot his father one morning in order 
to maintain family discipline and correct cer- 
tain maudlin and absurd paternal expressions, 
went to the Penitentiary instead of the gallows, 
where the elegaat young gentleman should have 
gone, and has been there just long enough te 
develop an interesting case of consumption. 
Stokes, another elegant young gentleman, who 
shot his whilom friend and associate, mainly for 
the eake of au abandoned woman, also went to 
the Penitentiary. He has not been there as long 
as Walworth, however. Accordingly,his consump- 
tion has not reached the tubercular stage, and Le 
has to content himself with the bronchitis. Mr. 
Tweed, an elegant old gentleman, who betrayed 
the official trust confided in him, and took 
$1,000,000 out of the Public Treasury, has gone 
to the Penitentiary, and the clank of the cell 
door has hardly ceased to reverberate before he 
commences to manifest all the sigus of disease. 
We are informed in one dispatch that he is dead, 
and in another that he has inflammation of the 
brain, and, if these do not create for the illus- 
trious criminal the requisite amount of sym- 
pathy, we shall undoubtedly soon be informed 
that his burly form is wasting away under the 
ravages of consumption, and shail be called upon 
to pity the sorrows of a poor old man, placed 
where he can do the most good, and struggling 
with untoward fate in a pair of striped trousers. 

If all these illustrious criminals, these mur- 
derers who murder in a gentecl fashion, and 
these thieves who steal by millions, are to go off 
into consumption with such frightful rapidity, 
it is time the mbumanity was stopped. Some 
consideration should be displayed for their 
sensitive temperaments and delicate constitu- 
tions. They are not used to this style of life. 
They have been accustomed to dress in purple 
and fine _linen. Their hands have not 


drank from ocrystal, and slept upon down. 
The barber who has dressed their heads has 
anointed them with sweet-smelling unguenta, 
This sudden change to the coarse prison parti- 
color, to the necessity of earning a subsistence 
by the sweat of their brows, this eating of bean- 
soup from a tin-platter, and drinking of pes-cof- 
fee from a tin-dipper, this inartistic shaving of 
the head, and numerous other little inconveniences 
of this sort, consequent upon their sudden 


The poor wretch who has stolen bis supper ought 
not to expect any different treatment, and 
wouldn't receive any sympathy if he had all the 
diseases to which flesh is heir. Never having 
been gentee] during any period of his miserable 
career, he can stand it. What is more, he de 
serves it. He shouldn't have been a low-down 
thief. If hehad wanted sympathy, he should 
have purloined thousands with kid‘gloves on and 
spent it in diamonds, tube-rosqs, "Green Seal, and 
# dashing equipage, instead of taking « paltry 
handful to supply himself with something to eat 
or wear. | 

There is another point of view from which the 
condition of these illustrious criminals should 
be regarded in our piea for humanity. Take the 
case of Stokes, for instance. Either Stokes 
was guilty of murder or not. If Fisk was in 
the act of drawing s pistol from his pocket, thus 
placing Stokes’ life in danger, as was claimed, 
then Stokes was not guilty of murder. If Fisk, 
on the other hand, did not draw a pistol, then 
Stokes was guilty of murder.
